on February 22 last, Rev. C. C. Se- 
leoman, pastor of Trinity Church, 
was accused of persecuting the Hol- 
lywood Church. In these resolu- 
tions Dr. Selecman was asked to 
vacate the house at 1648 Vine street, 
Hollywood, which is the parsonage 
of the Hollywood Church. 

The publication of the pampiet 
brings to light trouble between the 
members of the Hollywood Church 
and Dr. Selecman resulting from the 
action of the Los Angels annual con- 
ference of October, 1916, appaociting 
Dr. Selecman pastor of the Holly- 
wood Church as well as of Trinity 
Church. This action the members 
of the Hollywood Church state was 
taken without notice ta them. 

In a letter to Dr. Selecman under 
date of February 15, the members 
of the Hollywood Church quote the 
resolutions they adopted February 
22, in which they say “we do not 
desire the Rev. C. C. Selecman to 
hold any religious sefvices in said 
church, and we protest. against his 
doing so, believing that his attempts 
te conduct such services only serve 
to promote discord and not harmony 
and do not tend to build up the 
kingdom of Christ.” 

SINCERITY ATTACKED. 

The resolutions recite that for 
three years prior to January 1. 
1920, Dr. Selecman “has not ren- 
dered any pastorial service of any 
value whatever” to the Hollywood 
church, though he has occupied its 
parsonage without rent since No- 
vember, 1916; that in January of 


this year he was asked to vacate.) 


Further, specific objection is made 
to Dr. Selecman’s announced plan 
of holding religious meetings in the 
church each Thursday evening. 

“We doubt the sincerity of the 
said Selecman,” say the resol 
in regard to these services, “in View 
of his settled policy of destroying 
this congregation by refusing it the 
inalienable right of adding to its 
congregation, and in other ways too 
numerous to mention.” 

“Persecution by the said Selecman- 
of this church,” the resolutions also 
state, has been so long continued 
that he cannot give that congrega- 
tion satisfactory service. 

The concluding part of the 
pamphiet that quotes these resolu- 
tons asks that each member of 
Trinity Church who _ receives the 
cireular write to the Hollywood 
church stating whether or not he or 
she, as a member ef Trinity Church, 
approves of the present union of 
Trinity and the Hollywood church, 
in order that these replies 1 
laid before Bishop Du Bose for *his 
information,

H-1 WRECK INQUIRY IS 
PUT OFF INDEFINITELY. 


ANNOUNCEMENT FOLLOWS THE 
FAILURE TO SALVAGE u- 
FATED CRAFT. 


Capt. Chauncey Shackford, com- 
mandant of the Submarine Base. an- 
nounced vesterday that the official 
inquiry of the United States subma- 
rine H-1 disaster has been post- 
poned indefinitely. This action was 
taken, Capt. Shackford said, follow- 
ing the receipt of news from Santa 
Margarita Island, where the ves- 
sel ran ashore and caused the death 
of four of its crew, that efforts to 
salvage the battered hulk had been 
temporarily abandoned. 

For several weeks the repair 
steamer Vestal, the tug Sonoma and 
the mine sweeper Brant have hov- 
ered closa to the wrecked subma- 
rine. These rescue vessels gu- 
ceeded in dragging the H-1 off 
the beach of Santa Margarita Island. 
but when it had been towed out a 
short distance in a heavy sea, the 
submarine sank to a depth of fife 
feet. The sea has continued to run 
heavy, hampering all progress in 
salvaging the H-1.
